LAW 

“Can you fly?" asked Mr. Justice Powell 
at Gloucester Assizes of the last old wo- 
man who was tried for a witch. Then 
you may; thege is no law against it.” 
Thus did the simple, practical sense of the 
judge end alike the persecutions and the 
pretensions of witchcraft. 

Although witches and horseshoes over 
the latch no longer occupy the minds of 
timid nursery-maids, still is there demand 
for more of Justice Powell’s common-sense, 
and nowhere is the necessity more urgent 
than in our own courts of law. The quirks 
and quibbles, and dark fictions of the law, 
n mystify judge, jury and advocate, 
Wat justice to the client is rarely discov- 
ered, require but the infusion of strong, 
straight-fofward common sense into our 
jurisprodence, to make them, like the tricks 
and dread of witches, foolish things of the 


past. 
Courts were originally institr d to give 
aggrieved parties natural justice, and if we 
judge aright, that is or should be the aim 
in our modern forum. The people, for 
whom all laws and courts exist, desire and 
from the very nature of the case deserve, 


human agency can place within their 
reach, to secure them their rights of person 
and property. Technicalities, the match- 
less logic of special pleading, long and 
learned arguments and profound decisions 
avail nothing, so that they yield not speedy 


That the methods by which the citizens 
of Illinois are required to seek protection 
for their rights and redress for their wrongs, 
are of so complicated a character as to fai 
of the high purpose for which they were 
established, the most bigoted advocate of 
red-tape and musty logic will not presu me 
to deny.
